Mrs. Hoover to Accompany President-Elect

W ashington, Nov. 14— Picking 
a cabinet w ill be a different task 
for President-elect Herbert Hoov­ 
er than tor other presidents. 
Mr. Hoover sat in the cabinet 
w ith men appointed by presidents 
H arding and 
Coolidge. 
Nobody 
know s which ones he would like 
to retain. 
And yet 
he 
doesn’t 
w ant to be in the position of ask­ 
ing any to retire. 
His personal 
friendship for his colleagues, his 
knowledge 
of 
their 
respective 
abilities on the one hand and yet 
the demands of a cam paign or­ 
ganization on the other, w ill not 
easily blend unless, 
of 
course, 
there is a voluntary retirem ent by 
the present cabinet. 
And there again Mr. Hoover is 
in a dilem m a for he wants to re­ 
tain some of the men who now 
are fam iliar with Coolidge poli­ 
cies and with his own views. Many 
a 
student 
of 
governm ent 
has 
found that a 
man 
who 
might 
have mediocre ability at the start 
becom es a valuable 
department 
executive when he has had four 
years or more of experience. 
Mr. 
H oover now has to weigh the val­ 
ue of that experience in the light 
of campaign 
responsibilities, if 
not obligations. 
Rewards Expected. 
For while it is true that Mr. 
Hoover made no prom ises it is the 
essence of politics that som e of 
the men who did 
the 
yeom an 
work have to be rewarded. Other­ 
w ise down the line the spirit of 
indifference grow s up and causes 
friction in the next campaign. Mr. 
Hoover probably n fc v tv -'s said a 
word about it but ti is in 
Un# 
w ith his ambition for a construct 
ive adm inistration no doubt, for 
him to wish to serve eight instead 
of four years. 
And party har- 
money for 1932 is an essential fac 
tor in the way a new adm inistra­ 
tion goes at political obligations 
in 1928 and 1929. 
Men like Jam es W. Good, for­ 
mer representative 
in 
congress 
and chieftain at Chicago, are be­ 
ing talked of for the cabinet and 
perhaps Dr. H ubert W ork, former 
secretary of the interior 
would 
like to go back again. N either the 
present secretary of the interior, 
Roy W est, nor the present 
sec 
retary 
of 
com m erce. 
W illiam 
W hiting, was appointed through 
the Hoover influence. Both were 
personal appointees of President 
Coolidge. 
Ardent Hoover Men. 
Some of the men in the pre­ 
sent cabinet have 
been 
ardent 
Hoover men from the beginning. 
It is said, for instance, that both 
the secretary of the navy and the 
secretary of agriculture owe their 
appointm ents to Mr. Hoover’s re 
com m endation. 
Postm aster Gen­ 
eral Harry 
New 
and 
Secretary 
M ellon w ere Harding appointees 
Here again 
the 
president-elect 
may w ant to avail him self of the 
know ledge and experience gained 
by these officers. 
It seems to be taken for grant­ 
ed that Attorney-General Sargent 
wants to go back to Vermont and 
that his righthand man, Col. W il­ 
liam Donovan, w ill be attorney- 
general. 
Also it is practically cer­ 
tain that Sec’y Mellon w ill stay. 
But with the possible exception 
of the attorney-general, the sec­

Rescue ships land 148 survivors, 46 of them passengers, at 
New York. 
Passengers arriving in New York charge captain and crew 
with inefficiency, indecision and delay; owners in London 
deny, asserting officers exceptionally qualified and many; of 
crew with ship since launching. 
U. S. Attorney in New York orders immediate investiga­ 
tion. 
Deaths placed at 109; three coast guard vessels remain off 
Virginia capes in hope of finding survivors or bodies. 
Tanker Myriam nearing New York with 64 additional sur­ 
vivors. 
Battleship Wyoming steaming to Hampton Roads, Va., 
with eight rescued. 
Three destroyers nearing New York with 13 bodies. 
The first official explanation of the cause of the disaster 
was that crated automobiles and other cargo, shifted by the 
heavy seas, crashed through a steel bulkhead.

New \ork, Nov. 14— (AP)—Two shiploads of survivors 
of the Lamport and Holt liner Vestris arrived today to un­ 
fold details of one of the most horrible of maritime disas­ 
ters. 
An official inquiry has been ordered, based upon their 
almost unanimous charges of inefficiency, indecision 
and 
delay aganst Capt. William J. Carey and his crew. 
Interspersed in narratives of heroism—and of brutality— 
of narrow escape and of suffering, invariably appeared‘as­ 
sertions that if proper steps had been taken by the ship’s 
executives and crew, most, 
if not all, of the 108 now dead 
would be alive. 
Even with the SOS call 
too long delayed, efficient hand- 
hng of the Vestris 
life saving equipment by 
those 
respon­ 
s ib le 
would 
have 
brought 
most of the 108 out 
of dan­ 
cer, declared survivors 
to­ 
day— 48 full hours—after the 
Vestris plunged off Virginia. 
These are charges 
which 
United States attorney Tuttle 
announced today that he will 
begin to investigate

row, but Captain Carey him­ 
self will never be called to 
answer them. 
Passengers Tell Story. 
For atter seeing the women and

o f the 125 survivors brought in 
on the American Shipper. 41 were 
passengers and 84 crew; of the 23 
on the Berlin, which docked at al­ 
most the sam e time, 18 were crew 
and only five passengers 
From these 46 passengers from 
the sunken steam er there came a 
story of hardship and heroism, of 
bravery and bungling, of good in­ 
tentions and incompetence which 
altogether comprised probably as 
breathless a tale of the sea as has 
been heard in all the history of 
seamanship. 
Ship Takes List. 
The composite story of the pas­ 
sengers, reduced to its essentials, 
is us follows: 
On Saturday last, the Vestrts— 
16-year old craft—ou which Capt. 
Carey uus making his last trip be­ 
fore assuming command 
of 
the 
newer Voltaire as commodore of 
the I^amport & Holt line, sailed for 
the Barbudos and South American 
ports with 129 passengers and ft 
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crew of 199. 
There were 37 wo­ 
men on board and 13 children. 
That very night the ship ran 
into a blow that steadily increased 
to gale force. The ship had a gen­ 
eral cargo of 6.000 tons, cloth and 
automobiles and fruit, machinery, 
oil and bulk lead, and it rolled 
sluggishly in the gathering swells. 
During the night a definite list 
to starboard developed and when 
the passengers awoke on Sunday 
they found the ship hove to and 
tipped in a way that seemed to 
them to indicate serious danger. 
There was no panic, but they 
asked what was wrong, and asked 
again as the list of the ship in­ 
creased. 
Officers 
and 
stewards 
passed among them, saying there 
was no immediate 
danger 
and 
fears were 
temporarily 
quieted. 
Hut during Sunday the ship tipped 
so much that the waves we**e run­ 
ning along the rail of the prome­ 
nade deck. 
Lifeboats Broken. 
That was the time, passengers 
insisted today, that the distress 
call should have been sent out and 
not in the middle of Monday morn­ 
ing as it was. The captain seemed 
calm, they said, then and until the 
very end. but he was like a man 
who couldn’t make up his mind. 
There was little sleep Sunday 
night and early Monday morning 
all passengers were called on deck. 
The storm that on Saturday beat 
over the ship and washed the fur­ 
niture right out of the dining sa­ 
lon had abated, but a high sea 
was running and the ship seemed 
almost on its side. 
At IO o’clock Capt. Carey order­ 
ed the SOS. a call to ships none 
of which was nearer 
than 
IOO 
miles, and soon after gave the or­ 
der to abandon ship. 
And then there came a scene of 
horror that the survivors will not 
forget in all their lives. 
The or­ 
der was women and children first, 
the law of the sea. and two boats 
were filled with them. 
But sur­ 
vivors said that the crew' seemed 
inexpert in getting the boats low­ 
ered. 
For tw'o hours the women 
and 
children 
swung 
from 
the 
davits as the boats were lowered 
inch by inch, swinging with the 
sluggish lurch of the ship. 
Radio Operator at Poet. 
Suddenly the ship wallowed in 
a trough deeper than any before 
and the two life boats were crack­ 
ed like egg shells 
against 
the 
ship’s side. 
The boats broke open 
about 15 feet above the water and 
poured their human contents into 
the sea. 
In the list of survivors 
there are the names of but IO of 
the 37 women who sailed on the 
v’estris, and the name of not a 
single child. 
By that time the Vestris was 
sinking rapidly. 
Two boats were 
successfully launched but a hole 
was stove in one and it put off. 
patched with a piece of tin, to 
sink before it had gone IOO feet 
These two boats carried about BO 
persons. About 50 had been dump 
cd from the broken boats. 
The 
rest began leaping from the rails 
and swimming for their lives lest 
suction drag them to their deaths 
when the vessel sank. 
Neal O’Laughlin. chief radio op­ 
erator, remained in his cabin, try­ 
ing to get one last appeal out of 
his exhausted set. 
Capt. Carey 
stood on the bridge and ordered 
t wo stewards who w’ent to him to 
save 
themselves. 
They 
Jumped, 
looking back, saw him step quietly, 
without bothering to strap a life 
belt about him, into the sea. Then 
the ship sank and he was not seen 
again.

They forged forward at topmost speed toward the drifting lifeboats containing 
more than 300 men, women and children. 
The battleship Wyoming picked up nine persons who were 
struggling In the wrater. 
The navy department has given orders for both of these ships to abandon fur­ 
ther searching. 
Three other boats are remaining on the scene of the disaster.

THE HUMAN body is a compli­ 
cated collection of muscles, bones, 
nerves, blood vessels and organs 
composed of living cells. 
These tissues act 
upon fuel 
taken into the body and through 
the circulating medium, known as 
the blood, develop secretions from 
glands and activities of individual 
structures. 
Hence it is impossible to con­ 
sider an individual 
from 
the 
standpoint of any single 
organ, 
tissue, or system alone. He must 
be considered instead as the sum 
of all of these parts constantly 
acting and reacting 
upon 
each 
other and to their environment. 
Manner of Reacting. 
This state of affairs for any in­ 
dividual 
constitutes 
what 
is 
known as his constitution. 
Be­ 
cause of his makeup he will tend 
to react toward certain situations 
in a definite way. This tendency 
is known as the individual dis­ 
position. 
The character of the person is 
also largely determined not only 
bv hts physical state but by her­ 
edity 
and 
environment. 
The 
constitution of the person is of 
the greatest importance 
to 
the 
physician in determining the m an­ 
ner in which the individual will 
react to disease or to various oc­ 
currences in human life. 
Many authorities on the human 
constitution have tried to outline 
special types based on the manner 
of reaction to physical and en­ 
vironmental conditions.

rather prominent; a warm, flush­ 
ed skin with a tendency to excess 
perspiration; not infrequently a

tivity of chemical factors

ed within the borders of the Unit 
ed states. 
The postm aster sug­ 
gests th a t complete inform ation 
be procured at the postoffice be­ 
fore parcels are 
prepared 
for 
niailing. 
Mailable 
m erchandise 
may be sent 
by 
international 
parcels post to practically 
any 
part of the world a t reasonable 
rates In postage and lim its in size 
and weight. 
Parcels may be sent 
to Finland, France, G reat B rit­ 
ain, Sweden and Norway for as 
little as 12 centa per pound. Some 
countries require tran sit and ser­ 
vice charges 
in 
addition 
and 
m ake slightly 
different 
weight 
and size lim it specifications. 
In 
m any instances parcels may be 
forw arded to foreign 
countries 
alm ost as cheaply as 
domestic 
parcels post to distant parts of 
the west coast. 
To insure delivery to destina­ 
tions in foreign countries during 
the holiday w eek, parcels should 
be mailed preferably during the 
la tte r part of November, but in 
no case later than th e first week 
In Decem ber. 
Other rulings on th e preparing 
of packages for holiday shipping 
to foreign countries and within 
the United States will be made 
from tim e to time. 
A new law 
concerning the delivery of pack­ 
ages from the local post office 
on Christm as day will go Into ef­ 
fect also this year. 
No packages 
will be delivered, nor any 
first 
class mall handled either incom­ 
ing or outgoing with the excep­ 
tion of insured and special de­ 
livery.

Bears Are Reported to Be 
Plentiful in Upper 
Peninsula 


IS RESCUE SHIP 


The annual deer hunt 
opened 
today with thousands of hunters 
from all parts of 
the 
country 
tramping the 
upper 
peninsula 
woods, eagerly awaiting the first 
chance to shoot a the first 
buck 
that appears within 
firing 
dis­ 
tance. Early 
estimates 
of 
the 
state 
conservation 
department 
were that 60.000 
deer 
licenses 
would be issued this season, and 
judging from the large number 
of hunters 
seen 
crossing 
the 
straits and appearing In 
every 
community in the peninsula that 
estimate is not far from wrong. 
Weather bureau forecasts indi­ 
cated that the first day of hunt­ 
ing would not be so comfortable. 
Rain showers were expected to­ 
day and to be followed by snow* 
as the mercury 
tumbled 
down 
tonight to around freein g point. 
No snow is on the ground 
any­ 
where on the peninsula, and the 
swamp lands are reported to be 
disagreeably wet as a result of in­ 
cessant rains this fall. 
AVer Hunting Regulation* 
The important regulations 
re­ 
garding deer hunting follow 
Unlawful to use artificial light 
or dogs in hunting, or to 
kill 
deer in red coat or while in the 
water, or any female deer. 
Regarding the number a hunt­ 
er may have in his possession, the 
law permits one male with 
not 
less than three-inch antlers un­ 
der hunters' license and one male 
with not less than three inch ant­ 
lers under the camp license. 
It 
is unlawful to have deer in pos­ 
session more than 
thirty 
days 
after close of season. The season 
closes on Nor. 30. 
Deer must be tagged with me­ 
tal self-locking seal immediately 
after being killed. Metal self-lock 
should be attached to head 
in 
permanent manner. 
These seals 
will be furnished with licenses. 
Bears Are Plentiful 
Bears are plentiful this year, 
to judge from reports and from 
damage claims filed 
with 
the 
state 
conservation 
department 
for havoc wreaked 
by 
raiding 
bruins. So the deer hunters who 
go forth for 
the 
16-day 
open 
season, beginning November 15. 
should stand a fair 
chance 
of 
bagging a black bear. 
The present law 
putting 
the 
bear on the protected game list 
allows him to be shot during the 
deer season only by hunters with 
deer license in possession. 
The apparent 
abundance 
of 
bears does not mean. 
however, 
that any great number of 
them 
will be killed by deer 
hunters. 
Bruin is a noetural wanderer for 
the most part, seldom 
ranging 
abroad by day and despite 
the 
tales told in pioneer days of his 
bravery in attacking humans he 
is about as aby and wary as any 
game that roams the north woods 
of the state. 
lf he allows the hunter to get 
as much as a glimpse of him it 
is because he does not know the 
bunter is 
there— which 
means 
the hunter is either a real woods­ 
man. exceptionally lucky or both. 
Eye*. Ears. Nose flood 
The eyesight of a bear is prob­ 
ably better than that of a deer. 
His sense of hearing is excellent 
and he has a good nose. Those, 
coupled with his natural 
wari­ 
ness, make him a difficult quarry 
to outwit 
Finally, bear hunting 
is made harder by bruin's habit 
of denning up with the first deep 
snow. * 
The majority of the hears shot 
bv deer hunters in Michigan each 
fall are taken 
by 
driving 
in 
much the same fashion as 
deer 
are driven. There is this 
differ­ 
ence. however. While deer often 
are found In 
upland 
country 
haunting hills, slashings and sim­ 
ilar types of cover, the hear Is a 
denizen of the deep spruce

FOR HUNTERS 


No deer hunter can afford to] 
disregard the injunction: 
“Wear 
red.” There will be well in ex­ 
cess of 50,000 big game rifles In 
the Michigan woods 
this 
fall, 
each of them as 
capable 
and 
ready to deal death to a man as a 
deer. Of course there is a chance 
that a deer may see a red coat 
or cap. But there is 
a 
better 
chance that hunter may see 
it 
and hold his 
shot, 
and 
that’s 
far more important. 
Probably largely as a result of
